FUEL SAVED BY GOOD ROADS 


Women 
Made Young 


Wear and Tear on Trucks and Amount 
of Gasoline Consumed Shown in 
Recent Ohio Test. 


Others Leave Machines Standing at 
Curb With Everything In Starting 
Position—Several Ways of 
Guarding Against Theft 


A test conducted In Ohio recently 
to determine the saving in gasoline 
from running over n good road as com¬ 
pared with gas consumption over had 
and medium-grade roads, disclosed a 
surprising difference. Five new army 
standnrd "A" trucks with seven 
different types of road service, showed 
a gain of six miles per gallon of fuel 
between the best nnd worst types of 
roads. All the trucks were empty dur¬ 
ing the test. 

The trucks loaded showed that the 
poor road took seven times as much 
gasoline per mile ns the good one. 

The test results showed an average 
of 5.78 miles per gallon over a dirt 
road In good condition, 7.1!) over fair 
gravel, 9.3!) over good gravel, about 
the same over fair bituminous macad¬ 
am and good brick roads, 11.44 over 
extra smooth hrlck nnd 11.78 over good 
concrete. 

The saving to the motoring public 
in gasoline nlono would amount to 
millions of dollars annually. Perhaps 
equal to this would be the saving In 
tires, which Is considered as Important 
an Item of ear upkeep ns Is gasoline. 
Calculating the saving In wear and 
tear on the mechanism of cars and 
trucks and also the item of time lost 
by poor roads, adequate highways are 
undoubtedly a sane investment. 


A great many cars are stolen due 
to the carelessness of the owners. 
Some owners will leave a cur standing 
for several minutes unwatched and 
with the motor running. A passing 
thief can jump In and be fur away be¬ 
fore the owner can begin pursuit, Oth¬ 
er owners leave curs standing at the 
curb with everything In starting po¬ 
sition.

OUR DAILY FOOD. 

Here Is n fruit soup that someone 
who is fond of such soups may desire 
to try: 

Prune Soup.— 

Wash and sonk 
one pound of 
prunes In three 
pints of cold wa¬ 
ter overnight. In 
the morning heat 
slowly and add 
one lemon sliced very thin, nnd one 

stick of cinnamon; conk below the 

simmering point until the prunes are 
tender hut unbroken. Add water If 
needed, ns there should be three pints 
when done; add three tablespoonfuls 
of sago, a pinch of suit and sufficient 
sugar to sweeten. Cook until the sago 
Is transparent. Itemove the cinnamon, 
ndd two-thirds of a cupful of orange 
juice, reheat and serve at once. 

Quick Coffee Cake.—Sift together 
one pint of flour, one-tldrd of a cupful 
of sugar, three tenspoonfuls of baking 
powder, half a teaspnonful each of 
salt and cinnamon. Mix to a soft 
dough with half n cupful of milk 
stirred lino n beaten egg. Add four 
tablespoonfuls of softened blitter. 
Spread the mixture In a shallow pan 
and sprinkle with sugar and cinna¬ 
mon. Add raisins If desired. Bake In 
n moderate oven nnd serve with cof¬ 
fee. 

Creamed Liver.—Take calf's liver 
loft from a previous meal, chop It nnd 
ndd to a cream sauce. Arrange thin 
slices of toasted bread with n slice 
of cooked bacon on cacti; pour over 
the creamed liver and serve. 

Baked Squabs—Cut five squabs Info 
four pieces each and flatten lightly hy 
pounding.

Reason each piece 
of squab with salt and pepper. Line 
a baking dish with chopped ham, 
sprinkle with chopped chives, place n 
layer of squabs, then a layer of hard 
cooked eggs, a sprinkling of ham 
chives nnd another layer of squabs.

GROUND UNGER HEAVY TAXES 

People In Bible Time* Completely at 
Mercy of Extortionate Extract¬ 
or* of Tribute. 

People In tlie Bible times were taxed 
heavily. They were on a strnlghl levy, 
not based on incomes or excess profit*. 
Payment was compelled nnd no excuse* 
made, nor were there any exemption* 
to married men or heads of fumllle*. 
Although there were no army or navy 
establishments nnd no airplnue pro¬ 
gram, the people paid their assess¬ 
ments In both gold nnd sliver. 

King Solomon compelled Hie Ca- 
nnnltes who were left Iii the coun¬ 
try to pay him tribute. The rebellion 
of Jeroboam on account of Hie heavy 
taxes levied by Solomon, afier- 
wnrd growing Into tlie revolt of 
the Ten Triht^__was tlie most pre¬ 
tentious kick agnlnst the lexy of the 
powers In Bible times. Jeroboam wa* 
at first compelled to take refuge In 
Egypt, and It was on account of the 
taxes and levies laid by Solomon that 
the Israelites sild to Rehoboam, the 
son of Solomon, upon tlie Hitter - * 
death: 

"Thy father made our yokes grtev- 
I ous; now therefore make thou the 
! grievous service of thy father and 
his heavy yokes which lie put upon 
us lighter nnd we will serve thee." 

When Caesar Augustus was In 
power nnd Qtilrlnus was governor of 
Syria, after having Just been elected 
for a third term bemuse he had kept 
the S.vrlnns out of war, the first named 
issued a proclamation signed by his 
secretary of state that the whole world 
should he taxed. And all the people 
went to their own city to tie taxed. 
The later editions Of the Bible *p.iik 
of flip act ns the people being '‘en¬ 
rolled."

For a Headache. 

A correspondent recommends the 
following simple remedy for headache 
—sick headache particularly. Cut a 
letnon In half and squeeze the Juice 
into a tumbler. Add a few—-a very 
few grains of sugar, and fill the glass 
nearly three-quarters full of cold wat¬ 
er. Now stir In half an eggspoonful 
of ordinary linking soda. Tills will fizz 
up, of course, and the draught must 
be swallowed during effervescence.

It will do much to settle the stomach 
after tlie sick headache, and probably 
prevent Its recurrence for some time to 
come.

Use a half 
cup of dry glue to n half pound of 
plaster of paris. Let a scrap of the 
original paper fade In the sun to 
match the wall paper, nnd tear nnt 
a patch, making It Irregular In shape. 
Carefully peel off layers from the 
hack, thus making the patch as thin 
us possible and apply to the wall.
